Status of Claims 



1. This action is in reply to the restrict election filed on 16 June 2006 and the previous response filed 
on 16 August 2005. 

2. Claims 75-96 have been added. 

3. Claims 75-88 and 94-96 have been elected. 

4. Claims 89-93 have been withdrawn from consideration. 

5. Claims 1-74 have been canceled. 

6. Claims 75-88 and 94-96 are currently pending and have been examined. 



RESPONSE TO ARGUMENTS 

7. Applicant's arguments received on 16 August 2005 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Referring to the previous Office action, Examiner has cited relevant portions of the 
references as a means to illustrate the systems as taught by the prior art. As a means of 
providing further clarification as to what is taught by the references used in the first Office action, 
Examiner has expanded the teachings for comprehensibility while maintaining the same grounds 
of rejection of the claims, except as noted above in the section labeled "Status of Claims." This 
information is intended to assist in illuminating the teachings of the references while providing 
evidence that establishes further support for the rejections of the claims.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

8. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for 
the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in 
the United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international 
application by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 
371(c) of this title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

9. The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act of 1999 (AIPA) 
and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical Amendments Act of 2002 do not 
apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting directly or indirectly from an international 
application filed before November 29, 2000.

10. Claims 75-88 and 94-96 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Muftic (US 
5,850,442 A).

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Claims 75-88 and 94-96: 

Muftic discloses utilizing the public key infrastructure (PKI) to digitally sign value notes 
(electronic money or electronic cash). See at least Figures 19, 20, and 27 as well as associated 
texts to include column 2, lines 15+; column 17, lines 1+. Muftic also discloses anonymous 
transactions involving e-cash. See at least column 15, lines 40+. In addition, Muftic inherently 
discloses expiry information, identification information, redemption constraints, and terms for 
redemption of value notes.
